ous and overwhelming that we trust 
Chairman Peters and his committee will 
not think of setting it any sooner. 

Not only would a June or July pri- 
mary find many voters away from home, 
but it would probably necessitate the ab- 
sence from Washington of many of our 
Congressmen at what may be a very criti- 
cal time. 

In addition, such an early primary 
would mean that at least some public 
offices will suffer six or seven months 
neglect or abuse at the hands of lame duck 
administrators. 

We believe, in short, that quite apart 
from the implied possibility of legal ac- 
tion, there is every reason for the Execu- 
tive Committee to favor a September date 
when/it meets Tuesday to set the rules 
for the primary. 

The logic of a late primary is clear, 
no matter how confused the law. 


Our Expanding Merit System 


Of the more than nine thousand State 
employees, all but 1,659 are now covered 
by the merit, or civil-service, system. 

That is reassuring. 

It was only a few years ago that every 
State job in Georgia was subject to the 
whims of politics. There was no security 
for employees, no insistance upon com- 
petence with its consequent benefit to the 
taxpayer. New administrations came into 
office and the State employees who had 
worked for the old ones were fired to 
make room for the friends and relatives 
of the victorious faction. It was the spoils 
system at its worst. 

The Federal Government, incidentally, 
is due much of the credit for the turn to 
the merit system in Georgia. It refused, 
and rightly, to allocate Federal funds to 
the State Departments of Labor, Welfare 
and Health until civil service systems 
were effectuated therein. The consequent 
improvement in working conditions in 
those departments impressed even the die- 
hard patronage dispensers who had pre- 
viously fought every attempt to attract 
more career workers in State jobs. They

And the merit system spread even into 
departments where Federal funds were 
not involved. 

There is yet room for improvement, 
of course. 

Technically, it is still possible for State 
employees to be called upon to make con- 
tributions to campaign funds, although 
no thinking politician would have the au- 
dacity to accept them. Certainly public 
opinion would be swift to repudiate any 
candidate who was so brazen as to at- 
tempt to break down the effectiveness of 
the merit system by soliciting aid from 
the workers in his department. 

Georgia’s merit system is still far ‘from 
perfect. 

We need to strengthen many of its cur- 
rent provisions as well as to expand it to 
cover the 1,659 who are yet subject to 
political pressures and replacement. 

But we have come a long way. And 
the result is better government by more 
competent people. 


Out of the scores of such cases re- 
ported in the press during the coal strike, 
this is one of the few instances in which 
legal action has been taken. The Depart- 
ment of Justice, charged with enforcing 
the court injunction, sat the time out. 


Violence of any kind, and by any group, 
ought to be punished. It would be queer 
justice that insisted on holding one group 
responsible for its sins but allowed the 
other to pillage at will. 


Would Our Allies Fight With Us? 


WASHINGTON—After studying reports on conditions in France and other Western European coun- 
tries some of our top officials are beginning to express doubt as to the wisdom of the huge outlays 
we have made since the war for building up the military defenses of these countries under the 
billion-dollar arms assistance program approved by Congress. 


The idea behind the program was that we 
would make the Western democracies strong and 
able to defend themselves in the event of some 
future war with Russia. Our experience from 
two world wars within the past generation has 
taught us the that we cannot escape being 
drawn into such wars, once they start. 


We do not want to be left without proper

Since the end of the last war France has re- 
ceived more than $4,000,000,000 in American aid, 
under operations of the Marshall Plan and the 
military defense program. Now we are begin- 
ning to wonder if this was not a bad investment. 


The truth seems to be, as many congressional 
leaders are coming to believe, that England is 
about the only country on which we can rely 
if trouble develops in Europe. The British do 
seem to be standing up under their commitments 
for containing the spread of Communism. 


In a way the French people probably can- 
not be blamed for leaning on the side of neu- 
trality. Having been overrun by two wars in 
the same generation, they naturally are weary 
of wars. Certainly they do not want to be put 
in the forefront position of another war if it 
should develop. And that is the position they 
occupy in the defense scheme for Europe. France 
would likely be the main barrier thrown up 
against any Red invasion of Europe.

Debt Our national debt now is almost $257,000,000,000. This is 
more than one quarter of a trillion dollars. Trillion is 

a new word for us to*use in speaking of dollars. It has not been 

sO many years ago that “billion” was a new word for us to use 

in calculating dollars. 

On a per capita basis, our national debt would amount to nearly 
$1,800 for each man, woman and child in the United States, or 
$7,200 for the average family. 

The interest on our national debt is nearly $6 ,000,000,000—. 
more than the entire cost of Federal Government operation in 1933, 
nearly twice its cost in 1929. 

Something which should give concern to all of us is the dispro- 
portionate increase in Federal taxes, as compared with increases 
in State and local taxes. 

In 1932, Federal taxes amounted to only 22 percent (or a little 
more than one fifth) of the total taxes paid in America. By 1940, 
Federal taxes amounted to approximately 39 percent of all taxes 
paid. In 1949, Federal taxes amounted to approximately 71 per- 
cent, while State taxes amounted to approximately 15 percent, 
and local taxes such as county and city taxes amounted to approxi- 
mately 14 percent of the total. 


This tends to create a stronger and more centralized 


Danger 


exerting less and less influence in governmental affairs. 

I have obtained a report from Federal officials here which 
shows that the State of Georgia sent $439,000,000 in Federal taxes 
to Washington in 1948, and $403,000,000 in 1949. These figures are 
nearly four times as much as the budget of Georgia’s State Govern- 
ment for the same years. 

Taking into consideration all the so-called Féderal aid received 
by the State of Georgia, it still is not a paying proposition. Under 
58 different Federal aid programs, the Federal Government paid 
into Georgia in the fiscal year 1948 a total of $133,655,573, which is 
only 30.5 percent, or less than one third, of the total Federal 
taxes paid by Georgia people for that year. Those payments into 


Georgia by the Federal Government were made for farm programs, . 


roads, hospitals, social security pensions, old age assistance, forests, 
veterans’ benefits, public health ‘grants, housing, etc., through the 
58 programs of Federal grants and aids, not including loans. 
Ratio In 1949, the income of the people of the United States 

was $210,000,000,000. The total of all taxes (Federal, 
State and local) for. that year was $54,500,000,000, and approxi- 
mately 71 percent of. those taxes were Federal taxes. 

This means that just about one fourth of the income of this 
country is paid out in taxes. Many of the taxes are hidden, but they 
are paid just the same, and the money goes into the treasury just 
the same. 

The tax burden is getting heavy when a person must work one 
day in four, or three months in the year to pay taxes. 

There is, of course, no denying the fact that the war has mate- 
rially increased thé cost of government. 

However, the two-year cost of World War I was $31,000,000,000. 
The Government now spends more than that in 10 peacetime 
months, i 

Wars always have increased the cost of Government. History 
records that during the entire existence of our Government, post- 
war spending does not get back to the level of prewar. spending. 
Before the War of 1812, Government costs were about half what 
they were after that war. After the War Between the States, Gov- 
ernment costs were approximately three times what they were 
prior to that war. 

Government costs were around $350,000,000 a year before the 
Spanish-American War. They increased to more than $500,000,000 
after that war. 

Before World War I, Government spending was approximately 
$700,000,000 annually. It: was more than four times that amount 


after the war. 


Increase Federal Government costs have continued to _in- 

crease throughout the years, until 1940, the year be- 
fore we entered World War II. Government costs that year were 
a little under $10,000,000,000. In 1946, our first peacetime year, 
in accordance with the facts of history, Government costs were ap- 
proximately $45,000,000,000, more than four times the figure before 
we entered the war. 

There come times of emergency in the history of all Govern- 
ments, when it is necessary to operate the Government on a deficit 
basis purely and simply because of the emergency. The same situa- 
tion arises with families and individuals. 

However, with Government, as with families and individuals, 
it is bad business to continue deficit financing any longer than the 
emergency exists. Deficit financing as a way of life must surely 
lead to bankruptcy. I believe this to be the case with a Govern- 
ment just as surely as it is the case with an individual. 

The Federal Government spent more than it collected in taxes 
in the year 1949, which has been the case for the greater part of 
the last 20 years. Federal spending in 1949 was approximately 
$41,000,000,000, while taxes collected were $38,500,000,000. 

The budget estimate for the fiscal year 1951 contemplates a defi- 
cit of more than $5,000,000,000. This deficit would be added to our 
existing huge debt of $257,000,000,000. There are economy pro- 
grams under consideration now in the Senate and House which 
not only would not involve a deficit, but would actually mean a 
surplus of more than $1,000,000,000 if placed into operation. 

It is possible to operate without a deficit, and not raise taxes. 

It is possible to live within our governmental income. 

The first step toward living within our income is the will to do it. 

It will be painful, like a necessary operation. The cutting 
will have to be done by Congress. To be successful, it needs the 
co-operation of the Executive Department and, what is far more 
important, the co-operation of the people.

They made that plain, and are submitting to all 
the professors for ‘a secret ballot.a statement of . 
policy that Communists are not acceptable as 
teachers and that those who take teaching jobs at 
the university do so with the knowledge that 
Communists should be barred frdm the faculty. 


But they regard a special wath that they 
are not Communists an insult to their in- 
tegrity and a threat to academic freedom, as 
well as “a discrimination against the faculty 
in relation to other public servants and a 
completely inefféctual ‘method of preventing 
the penetration of the Communist Party into 
the faculty.” , 


The very act of singling out teachers for a 
special oath of itself reveals the motives bebind 
this movement, whieh is to frighten teachers and 
thus restrain the spirit of free inquiry which is 
the essence of any university. It comes, periodi- 
cally, and. more often of late due to the scare 
about Communism. Among the sources of origin 
?re big economic interests which are powerful 
in state politics and usually are well represented 
on Boards of Regénts and trustees. Vhev think 
that somehow, by restricting teachers, they can 
influence thinking and. beliefs. © 

This is not the first such movement. It w.on’t 
be the last. It has to be resisted every time it 
appears if we are to maintain academic freedom. 
The professors at the University of California are 
to be commended for their resistance uncer a

Robert Gordon Sproul, Presi- 
dent of the university. while the protest against 
the oath was signed by Clarence Dykstra, Vice 
President of the University and Provost of the 
University of California at Los Angeles, a branch 
of the system, and former president of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin. | 


Gov. Warren pointed out, as a practical mat- 
ter, that such an oath would fail in its pur- 
ported object, since Communists would not hesi- 
tate to sign it in order.-to get on the faculty. 


Beyond this practical aspect there is also, as 
Gov. Warren commendably realizes, the threat 
to education and tbe spirit of free inquiry which 
it inculeates and which is the very foundation 
and bulwark of our democracy. Because.of his 
influence as a public figure, his stand should be 
a great help. - raat 

Our youth is independent, self-reliant, free 
and free-thinking stil’ It can find its own way 
safely.
